Union Workers

WASHINGTON (APt-The na- 
tion's air scrvice moved rapidly 
back toward normal today a.s 
mechanics of five major air- 
lines accepted a new contract 
and ended the worst airlines 
walkout in U.S. history. 


The first planes started flying 
early today and six)kesmen for 
Ihe airlines -- Eastern. United. 
Northwest. National and Trans 
World—said they hoped to have 
full schedules operating within 
24 hours. For six weeks, their 
planes had been grounded by 
the strike of the AFL-CIO Inter- 
national Association of Machin- 
ists. 


The union, which had rejected 
an earlier settlement proposal, 
voted 17,727 to 8,235 Friday to 
accept the latest offer and re- 
turn to work. 


•The strike is now over," sakl 
the unkm's president P.L. (Roy) 
Siemiller as he announced the 
results.

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Another Burial 


About 120 yeai*s ago one of tlie most famed news­ 
men of history visited the Upper Peninsula. Horace 
Greeley, the founder of the New York Tribune was an 
opinionated editor (what other kind is any good?) who 
tried to tell Abe Lincoln how to run the Civil War and 
the country. He came to the U.P. because he was given 
some copper mining stock in the hope, no doubt, that 
lie would visit the property and write about it and at­ 
tract investors. 


Greeley is moi’e remembered today, it seems, for 
his advice to Young America to “go west and grow 
up with the country” than for his eminence as a jour­ 
nalist and as a founder of one of the nation's greatest 
newspapers. Greeley was pix)ud of his Tribune and when 
a caustic critic told him he used the Trib for toilet paper 
Greeley—ever the advisor—suggested that he keep it 
up. “You’ll soon have more brains in your seat than in 
your head,” suggested Greeley. 


Til is week the newspaper that grew out of merger 
of Greeley’s Tribune and the equally famed but raucous 
New York Herald of James Gordon Bennett in 1924 ex­ 
pired.

The Herald-Tribune was to have been one of three 
horses in a journalistic tix)ika that also included the 
New York World-Telegram and the Joumal-American, 
like it the pixxiucts of mergers. The World Joumal 
Tribune Inc., was to have published morning and even­ 
ing newspapers and a Sunday paper. With the with­ 
drawal and death of the Herald-Tribune the morning 
paper is gone and the whole project is wounded, may­ 
be fatally. 


Eight hundred jobs die with the Trib out of an ex­ 
pected staff of 2,500 for the new papers. Matt Meyer, 
president of the new company, said labor difficulties 
with 10 unions had kept all the planned new papers 
from being published since the merger was announced 
last April.

Though she remains m a 
wheel chan, she may some day 
w’alk, u’ith the help of braces. 
She goes to school now. 


“Others heard of u» and want­ 
ed to bring their helpless m- 
fants,” Sister Patnce recalled. 
She asked the sisters of Sacred 
Ht art to borrow money to build 
a nursuii^ home. But they said 
they could not until tliey paid off 
a debt on tiie college. 


Sister Patrice got permission 
to solicit funds. She enlisted a 
boird of advisers. The nursery 
began to grow, almoet entiiel;y’ 
through donations.
